ACCIDENT AT HAMPTON. 


Bar Harbor Express Crashes Into an 


Electric Car. 


What might have been an appalling 


ing catastrophe earlier in the evening, 
occurred at Hampton depot shortly 
after eleven o'clock on Monday even- 
ing. 
The Bar Harbor express, due in 


this city at 11:20 o'clock, crashed into 
an electric car that had stopped on the 
crossing not a hundred feet from the 
depot, and smashed it almost to kind- 
ling wood. There were no passengers 
on the electric at the time, which was 
one of the most fortunate things in the 
world. The motor man and the con- 
ductor both had a chance to jump and 
escaped unhurt. The only one injured 
was Fireman Brown of the passenger 
train, who was cut by flying glass. 


'The accident, which was unavoidable, 


was caused by the trolley pole coming 
off so that the car stopped directly on 
the railroad track. Before the arm 
could be replaced or the train sig- 
nalled it was on to them and crashed 
through the car throwing the splinters 
and broken glass in e\ery direction. 
The engineer and fireman on the pas- 
senger, heroically stuck to their postf 
although both saw the danger and 
could have jumped. Brakes were set 
and the engine reversed which no doubt 
saved it from leaving the irons when 
tho collision took placo. The big nu- 
chine'was badly crippled though, and a 
new engine was secured on its arrival 
here to take tho traiu through to Bar 
Harbor. 
The luckiest thing of the 


whole was that there were no passen- 
gers on tho electrfc for if there were 
hey would have suiely met a horrible 
death.

A CAMP-FIRE SPEECH. 


At the grand camp fire held in Des 


Moines, Ja., on Thursday evening last, 
under t'Je auspices of the National en- 
campment, Union Veterans Union, bo- 
lero an audience of over 3000 persons, 
Col. James R 
Stunwood of this city 


was one of the speakers. The Iowa 
Capital published Col. Stanwood's re 
marks m full, which were as follows: 
Jflr Chairman and Gentlemtn: 


It gives me great pleasure to be with 


you tonight in this beautiful and hos- 
pitable city of Des Moines. I coine to 
you from the distant east, from the 
rock-bound coast of New Hampshire, 
bearing salutation and fraternal greet- 
ing from the old Granite state. We 
believe in advancing the cause o? the 
soldier and his interest, of the man who 
in the day of civil treason and rebel- 
lion, bore arms in tho Union army. 
How loyally he performed his patriotic 
mission is told today in the archives of 
a re-united people, loyally acknowledg- 
ing one flag and one destiny. Jt has 
always seemed to me that the Union 
soldier was in the best sense an educa- 
tional factor in the community, for he 
is the incarnation of the sentiment of 
loyalty to tlio flag. Ready as may be 
the toague of tho carping critic, eager 
to detract from the hard-earned fame of 
the soldier, lie cannot rob him of this 
distinction. A generation has passed 
since the men of the north, rallying at 
the call of Lincoln, took up their in 
stilted flag and bore it triumphantly to 
victory and vindication. 
Those who 


marched shoulder to shoulder amid 
hardship and privation, in those dread 
years of trial, miss many a gallant, 
loyal spirit, who was the life of the 
bivouac and ctrap-fire. Their memory 
is tenderly enshrined in the hearts of 
their comrades, as they do honor to the 
brave men who fell in that great con- 
flict, upon the hillsides of Virginia, the 
swamps and morasses of the Gulf. The 
story of the nation's peril, and of its 
citizen soldiery, who bought its salva- 
tion in blood and tire, cannot be too 
often told. 
Many have pissed from 


among us, but they left behind them a 
fragrant memory that can never be for- 
gotten, a tale of loyal endeavor, of pur- 
est and most unselfish patriotism, which 
the future will crown with enduring 
fame.

Parrels Post to Germany. 


Washington, Ang. 28.—Arrangements 


for the lirst parcels post convention be- 
tween Ihe United States and any coun- 
try in Europe were made, when Post- 
master Oenernl Smith and the special 
German envoy, Mr. M. von Schwarzen- 
stcin, signed an agreement between the 
United States and fJermany. It will 
go Into operation ou October 1, and 
will inaugurate a postal service by 
means of which articles of merchan- 
dise may be exchanged by mnil be- 
tween the two countries, provTded the 
packages do not exceed 11 pounds in 
weight.

A Tornado's Freaks. 


John II. Musick of Kirksvillo, Mo., 


thus describes, in the Century, certain 
madcap pranks ot a tornado which 
passed through tut city. 
"Many strange freaks were played 


by the tornado. In a tree-top was 
found a woman's bais, supposed to 
have been torn from her head as bbe 
was carried through its branches, yet 
no person v as found near it. A human 
scalp was» found three miles from the 
city limits, under a. bridge. Notes, let- 
ters, and papers* were blown Ironi the 
city into Iowa, and found ninety miles 
away. One promissory note of $400 
was found in a field near Grlnnell, 
Iowa, nearly 100 miles away, while 
clothing and papers were scattered 
along the entire distance. 


"One A\omau wns decapitated by a 


tin roof, aud her child was killed near 
her. Some persons who were outside 
tbe rotating current were killed or in- 
lured by flying timbers, which, like 
bolts from the catapult of Jove, flew 
with deadly force for a great distance, 
while others in the very center of the 
storm escaped with little or no injury. 


Perhaps the most remarkble experi- 


ences were those of Miss Moorehouse, 
Mrs. Webster, and her sou. The three 
were caught up in the storm, and were 
carried beyond the Catholic church, 
nearly one-fourth of a mile, aud let 
down on the common so gently that 
none were killed. Mrs. Webster had 
some slight cuts about the head, her 
son had one arm fractured, but Miss 
Moovehouse was uninjured. 
"I \\as conscious all the time I was 


fljing through the air,' said Miss 
Mooveliouse, 'and it seemed a long 
time. I seemed to be lifted up and 
whirled round aud round, going to a 
great height, at one time far above the 
church steeples, and seemed to be car- 
ried a long distance. I prayed to tbe 
Lord to save me. for I believed he 
could save me, even on tbe wings of 
the toinado, and he did wonderfully 
preserve my life. As I was going 
through the air, being whirled about 
at tbe sport of the storm, I saw a 
horse soaring and rotating about with 
me It was a white horse, and had a 
harness on. By the way it kicked and 
struggled ns it was burled about I 
know it was nlive. I prayed to God 
that the horse might not come in con- 
. tact with me, nnd it did not. I was 
mercifully landed upon the earth un- 
harmed—saved by a miracle.' 


"Young Webster says he saw the 


horse in tbe air while he was being 
borne along by the fetorm. 'At one 
time it was directly over me. and I 
was very much afraid I wout> come 
in contact with its flying heels.4 The 
horse, it is said, was caught up and 
earrned one mile through the air, and, 
according to tbe accounts of reputable 
witnesses, at times was over 200 feet 
high, passing over a church steeple. 
Many .who were not in the stortn say 
that they saw horses flying in the 
wind. Bevond being well plastered 
with mud', the white horse was unin- 
jured by his, nerial flight."

The Americans caught him passing be- 
tween the lines of the two armies with 
incriminating documents, whkh the 
authorities secured.

Wyoming Plans a Gigantic 


Scheme for Irri- 


gation 


A GREAT ARTIFICIAL LAKE 


Plans to Make the And Plains Blos- 


som as the Rose With 


Fertility. 


Hopes of Securing National legisla- 


tion, to Help iu the Kiiterprlsc— 
Senators and Representatives Will 
be Called Upon to Urge the belietue 
lu Congress. 


Think of an artificial lake of water 


high up on the ciet.t of the continent, 
1,200 feet ojiove the flight of seagulls, 
wlieie Is to be stored for Irrigation pur- 
poses during the dry mouths 40,817,- 
405,000 cubic feet of water—a lake ten 
miles iu length, tjiree miles in width, j 
180 feet In nmxiu4uni depth, 00 feet in 
mean depth, and covering 13.051 acres 
of laud \\Ith water deep enough to 
float an ocean steamer—a deep, wide 
and Jong enough to irrigate -ioOOOO 
acres of desett laud and thus make 
homes of plenty, where 2,812 farmers 
may each dwell upon 1UO acres of per- 
petually watered laud and never give 
a single thought to rain This is the 
big reservoir that the people of the 
West propose to build on the Lararnie 
plains in Wyoming. 


It Is said to be the greatest irrigation 


project ever evolved, and the arid West 
Js united upon it. Western Senators 
and Representatives have been advif>ed 
by their constituents to assemble at the 
next Congress fortified with enough 
reasons to convince the Government 
that It Is Its duty to render substantial 
aid to the enterprise. The West will 
do UK part In the May of State appro- 
priations and private subscriptions. 


In the building of this, gigantic reser- 


voir it is proposed to divert the surplus 
waters of the Big and Little Larmarie 
rivers, and store them away in a nat- 
ural depression Known as the Big Hol- 
low, the northeast end of which is five 
miles west of Larainle City. The de- 
pression lies between the Big and Lit- 
tle Laramle rivers in the Laiainte 
plains. The surrounding land slopes 
away from the rim of the basin In an 
directions, thus making It an admirable 
place lu which to store water for irri- 
gation purposes 
The basin Itself has 


been formed by erosion and has no 
outlet. Nature has walled It around 
with rocks and no leak has been found 
large enough to Interfere with the stor- 
ing of such an amount of water. 


In the Hood seaoon when these moun- 
tain streams are debouching their mad 
waters upon the plains, thus dealing 
disaster to the hopes of the farmers 
and ranchmen, it is the intention to di- 
vert their entire surplus flow Into the 
big basin and there confine it until the 
dry months. The ditch to supply the 
resenoir with the waters of the Big 
Laramle River wll be nearly twenty 
miles in length, but through an easy 
eountiy for Its t onstructlon. The ditch 
from the Little Laramle will be much 
shorter. 
In the dry season it is proposed to 


draw the water from the reservoir 
through a tunnel at the northeast end 
of the basin and dlsgliarge it again into 
the Big Laramie River a short dis- 
tance below Laramle Cltv. thus keep- 
Ing 'the river well filled with water dur- 
ing :\ season which has been usually 
almost dry. The outlet ditch is to be 
five miles long from the reservoir to 
the river. In Its construction it will 
be necessary to construct three-quar- 
ters of a mile through s,olid rock. In 
driving this timncl will be found the 
burden of expense in carrying out the 
project. 
The Big Laramie flows into the North 


Platte River, and the waters thus 
turned into it would serve for irriga- 
tion not only in eastern Wyoming, but 
also into the western part of Nebraska. 


While the reservoir at Laramie is the 


largest, it is by no means the only one 
that the West proposes to build. It is 
Hie purpose of the West to make the 
Lnramie resexvo^a tj'iftl pxop_osition at 
WaShingtcm, a,nd gljotald aational legis-, 
Intion be gained its- Ju favor then wilt 
the Government be told that it has 1.- 
800,000 square miles of land that might 
be similarly reclaimed and subdued. 


The West at present has a number of 


great reservoirs either completed or in 
view for immediate completion. The 
following are among the most impor- 
tant sites: 


Laramle site, capacity 400,000 acre 


feet. 
Sweetwater site, Wyoming, capacity 


IKM965 acre feet. 
Pine.v Creek system (consisting of 


three sites. Cloud Peak, Piney and

Loveland site, Colorado (storing wa- 
ters from Big Thompson and Cache la 
Poudre rivers), capacity 45,741 acre 
feet.

The function ,of reservoirs is primari- 


ly industrial, but great stress is laid 
upon the argiiment that the reservoir 
will serve as a possible amelioration of 
flood conditions. Many ,of the greater 
reservoir sites are along the neadwa- 
ters of the Missouri River and its trib- 
utaries, and it is claimed that when 
these reservoirs are constructed they 
will hold the surplus water in times 
»f annual floods and freshets and thus 
prevent flood devastations along the 
lower water? of the Mississippi River.

SCHOOL ROOM FATIGUE 


Too Long Hours of Study for tbe 


Youthful Mlxid. 


Regarding the number of hours of 


mental application per day which may 
be safely expected of a pupil In school 
investigations have tended to show 
that there is a danger of requiring too 
many. When pupils return to school 
morning after morning without having 
reto'\ered from the previous day's 
labors, it is evident that too heavy 
drafts are being made upon their ner- 
vous capital. It may be salcl In reply 
that many factors conspire to produce 
this depleted condition, as insufficient 
sleep, inadequate nutrition and out- 
side duties; but the answer is tMt un- 
der such unfavorable circumstances 
less work may be demanded. As the 
curriculum Is planned In many places, 
alike In graded and ungraded schools, 
the pupil Is expected to be employed 
in the school for flve or six hours a 
day, no matter \\hat may be his age. 
and to tins work should be added stud- 
ies at home for the older students. 


Now, as Krneplin has Just observed, 
nature ordains that a young child 
should not itfve six hours' daily con- 
centrated attention in Ibe school-room, 
but, 
rather, she has taken pains to 


plant deeply within him a profound in* 
stinct to preserve bis mental health 
by refusing to attend to hard work 
for such a long period. 
Consequently 


in such an educational regime, the 
mind of the pupil continually wan- 
ders from tbe duties in band. Tbe 
most serious aspect of this is apparent 
that -v^hen attention is constantly de- 
manded and not given, or when a pupil 
Is pretending or attempting to keep 
his thoughts turned in a given direc- 
tion, ygt allows them to drift aimlessly 
b*icause he is practically unable to con- 
trol them, he is acquiring an unfortun- 
ate habit of mental dissipation.—Popu- 
lar Science Monthly.

K\en within the bound- 
aries of this one territory, however, the 
rainfall varies from over twenty-five 
inches a year at Camp Goodwin hi the 
mountains to three inches a year at 
YUUUL on the desert. Twenty-flic Inch- 
es of rainfall a year means, perhaps, a 
possible crop. 
Three inches a year 


means no water at all. The people of 
Arizona do not, therefore, concern 
themselves much with raiu. They talk 
about it once iu a \\hile, and ou occa- 
sions au inch or two comes down lu 
a .solid chunk and is called a cloud- 
burst, but such a rainfal has little re- 
intiou to the possibilities of the soil 
from a productl\e point of view. 


The settler iu Arizona first seeks run- 


ning water, aud then, with confidence, 
settles himself upon the laud aud 
straightway proceeds to get rich, for 
running water upon Arizona t,oil is like I 
unto a gold mine—it produces wealth, i 
This has. been the system e\er since I 
the memory of man, for there are Ari- i 
zoua ditches which are nearly 400 
years old, and the present generation, is 
not quite sure what manner of people 
dug them. 


It is within the memory of man, bow- 


ever, when Aiizona \\as almost a 
hackles desert, overrun with tierce and 
warlike Indians, und it is within the 
memory of even the children of Ari- 
zona that all this has changed; deserts 
ha\ e been made to bloom and all war- 
like Indians have either been sent to 
the happy hunting grounds or are used 
for exhibition purposes in wild west 
shows, and Eastern expositions. 


All this has been done by Ignoring 


the 'usual way of watering iLe earth 
and by utilizing the melting bnowhanks 
as their waters raced toward the sea. 
Fifteen huudied miles of artificial wa- 
ter courses, or ditches, have these am- 
bitious and Industrious Arizona people 
dug, and 500,000 acres of tliih wonder- 
ful valley lands grow rich with green 
things of the earth in response to the 
water from these ditches. It is not all 
fun to settle ou these arid lauds, and it 
Is no easy task to have dug those 
ditches, but the results have paid ten 
fold to those who dared the task. 
Great mining campb aie always near 
by. Miners always have money to spend 
They i\anl the best the earth can give 
them, and the Irrigated lauds of Ari- 
zona ha\e been paid for with the 
money dug from the bowels of the vol- 
canic hills. 


The running streams of Arizona are 


now doing all they can and still more 
water is wanted. To get this the peo- 
ple of the valleys not so favored with 
preparing to store the little that falls 
from the clouds at some seasons of the 
year. 
In the mouths of rugged can- 


ons thev will place great rock dams. 
The melting snow and the wintei; rains 
\\ ill here mingle and lie quiet until the 
drought strikes the valley below and 
Ihe parched vegetation calls for their 
n?c. Then the stored water "will be 
loosed, to add more greenery, hence 
more wealth, to the dryest place In 
America.
